mean a panic throughout the country 
in accordance with E. H. Harriman’s 
recent prophcy. 
So far as learned 
there has been no active effort on 
the part of the recipients of these 
blank petitions to circulate them for 
signatures in La Crosse. 
The petition 
reads as follows: 
Fact 
I. 
Business has been and is 
prosperous. 
There is apparently no 
commercial reason why 
we should 
not enjoy a continuance of such pros­ 
perity unless some unnecessary con­ 
ditions intervene. 
“ Fact 2. 
The national government 
has been and is, investigating the rail­ 
roads. 
The state legislatures 
have 
pending 400 bills, none of which is 
for the benefit of tile railroads, but 
every one of which is designed to re' 
duce in some way the net earnings of 
the road. 
Many village 
and town 
authorities 
are 
passing 
ordinances 
which interfere with the operation of 
the roads and reduce their revenues. 
The public press has given wide cir­ 
culation to all of this agitation and 
in many instances approves the same. 
“ Fact 3. 
The railroads are stopping 
all unnecessary expenditures for this 
year. 
For instance, one road stopped 
construction on 700 miles of 
new 
track; another has cut its expendi­ 
tures $5,000,000 and stopped work on 
400 miles of track in addition. 
Many 
roads have issued instructions to use 
stocks on hand and not buy anything 
for six months, except to meet great 
emergencies. 
Furthermore, railroads 
generally have adopted plans for ex­ 
penditures for 1908. 
No new orders 
are being placed for next year.

It cannot 
control a carrier’9 rates and hence 
cannot affect the shipping public.” 
President VV. VV. 
Finley 
of 
the 
Southern railway made this statement 
in an address regarding overcapitali­ 
zation at the annual banquet of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
club 
here. 
Mr. Finley held that railway 
charges are the outgrowth of econo­ 
mic laws and commercial conditions. 
“ No rate,” he said, “ can ever, with 
proper consideration for the business 
of the country or of the carriers, be 
made independently of these econo­ 
mic laws— not by 
legislation 
arbi­ 
trarily fixing the rate and not by capi­ 
talization of the carrier likewise arbi­ 
trarily fixing the rate. 
‘In a broad sense, therefore, the 
management of a railway is power­ 
less to fix its rates. 
It must accept 
the rates that are the result of econo­ 
mic and commercial forces, which are 
as absolutely beyond the control of 
its managers as are the tides of the 
ocean.” 
Referring to the 
argument 
that 
rates are kept up in order to pay divi­ 
dends on watered stock, and that if 
these payments are not made earnings 
could go to improvements and better­ 
ments, Mr. Finley said that this was 
an entire misconception of the finan­ 
cial situation of the railroads, and he 
greatly feared that an 
exaggerated 
idea of the earnigs and wealth of the 
carriers was at the bottom of much 
of the exasperated public sentiment 
and hostile legislation. 


M IN N E A P O L IS , Minn., April 5 — 
Rumors are rife in local railroad cir­ 
cles that, following the passage of a 
2-cent passenger rate bill in this state, 
the adverse 
legislation 
in 
general 
which has been enacted in the western 
states during the past winter and the 
rise in freight rates on eastern roads, 
freight rates on western roads will be 
raised in the near future.
